THE CENTRAL RAILROAD FUSS. 

Judging from the amount of space devoted 
to the matter by the Savannah News, the 
meeting of the directors of the Central rail- 
road on Tuesday, for the purpose of electing 
directors for the Ocean steamship company, 
‘aused considerable excitement. Messrs. Wil- 
liam M. Wadley, E. C. Anderson, J. F. Alex- 
ander, E. P. Alexander, and C. H. Phinizy 
were chosen directors of the steamship’ com- 
pany. The new board met and elected Mr. 
The News says that the 


Wadley president. 
board then organized, and while routine busi- 
ness was under discussion, @ communication 
was received from Captain W. W. Gordon and 
others, addressed to Mr. Wadley, citing the 
rumored reports in circulation regarding the 
proposed action of the directors and protest- 
ing against the proposed issue of certificates. 
Mr. Wadley submitted the communication, 
which excited brief discussion, and on mo- 
tion was finally laid on the table until some 
more important business could be transacted, 
A resolution was then offered for the 
isuance of a certificate or document to the 
Central railroad and banking company for 
the sum of thnee million tive hundred thou- 
sand dollars, upon which interest is to be paid 
upon certain conditions, not to exceed 7 per 
cent. This document, which was drawn up 
in due form, was presented to Mr. Wadley 
for his signature, and after careful considera- 
pion and consultation with the atterney of 
the road, General A. R. Lawton, Mr. Wadley 
stated that he could not sign the certificate, 
as he had grave doubts as to the policy of issu- 
ing such a document, not only on account of 
its being against the interest of the company, 
but in violation of the laws of the state, 
General Lawton did not give any positive 
opinion as to the legality of. the certificates, 
but stated he had never seeu such a document 
inany court before. After this consultation 
had been received and acted upon Mr. Wad- 
ley declined to sign the document and retired, 
and subsequently sentin his resignation to 
the board, which was accepted, and thereup- 
on Colonel E. ©, Anderson was elected presi- 
dent. Later, in a note to Captain Gordon, 
President Anderson stated that before 
the communication of the former 
(already referred to) had been received, the 
board had already taken the action against 
which the communication was a protest. Mr. 
Wadtey, however, over his own signature, 
that no such action hadebeen taken 
when the protesting communication was re-

of veracity between himself and President 
Anderson.

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SOME FIGURES FOR CAPITALISTS. 

We have before us a little red pamphlet. It 
is about the size of a dime novel, but its con- 
tents are far more interesting. Its title is 
‘Annual Keport to the Stockholders of the 
“Kagle and Phenix Manufacturing Company 
‘“‘for the Year 1881."’ As it isissued under no 
copyright reetrictions, we make bold, for the 
information of those who are of the opinion 
that the manutacture of cotton cannot be suc- 
cessfully carried on in the south, to reproduce 
some of the facts set forth therein. During 
the year 1851, the Eagle and Phenix mills had 
an uninterrupted demand for their products. 
This demand extended even through the dull 
summer months, and collections kept pace 
with the sales. The product of fourteen days, 
however, was lost by reason of high water— 
the largest loss of the kind since 1875. <An- 
other drawback was the lower prices of goods, 
prices ruling 25 per centum lower in the first 
quarter of 1881 than in the first quarter of 
1889. In spite of these drawbacks, the net 
mijls for the 
interest, insolvent ac- 
counts, and all other expenses, 
amounted to $202,005.52. In addition to this 
sum, the tlhoating or commercial debt of the 
company has been reduced 
expenditure of $16,178.42 was made fora new 


profit ray the 
ot taxes, 


$76,650.78, an 


machine shop, tools and new machinery, and 
$30,138.45 was expended for the completion 
of improvements. Adding these sums to the 
net profits, it will be seen that the reali earn- 
ings of the mills amounted to $324,973.l1—or 
ajitile more than 25 per centum upon the 
capital stock of the company. We commend 
these figures to the careful attention of 
Mr. Edward Atkinson and others who be- 
lieve With him, that cotton manufacturing in 
the south will not pay. 

It is further set forth in the little pamphlet 
before us that when the dividends just de- 
clared have been paid, the original stockhold- 
ers of the company will have received more 
than the amount invested by them. In 
other words, the original stockhold 
ers have had returicd to them the 
entire amount of their capital invested, and 
are now in possession of a property valued at 
nearly two millions of dollars, while their 
stock has recently been in good demand at 
figures ranging from $145 to $148 a share. The 
profits of the mills have averaged 19'4 per 
centum net earnings on the capital stock for 
the past three years, besides the payment, 
during that period, of a large interest account 
deducted from the gross profits. Mill No. 3 
has been built and equipped without calling 
on the stockholders for a dollar, or issuing 
new stock, or mortgaging good estate. These 
facts are presented by the managers of the 
niills so that stockholders may decide for them- 
selves the value of their stock. Tue Consti- 
TUTION presents them here for the purpose of 
calling the attention of capitalists to the fact 
that there is still room for a dozen or more 
Eagle and Phenix mills in Georgia.

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The Fast Mall Service. 
Philadelphia Press, 

The fast mail service is one of the most impor- 
tant developments of the postal system. It has be- 
colle inseparably interwoven with the Vital busi- 
ness interests of the country. li means the saving 
of ua day between New York or Philadelphia and 
Chicago—of two days between New York and At- 
lanta and New ‘rleans—of five hours, or nearly 
half a business day, between New York and Wash- 
iugton—of similar periods between Cincinnati and 
Chicago, and sv through the whole list. There is 
not a prominent city orany of the leading inter- 
mediate points that does not gain by it. To inter- 
ruptit would be to disturb the business connec- 
lionsevery where. 

Mr. Robeson gave notice in the house on Satnr- 
day that he would move to strike out of the post- 
office bill theappropriation for special faciliues on 
trunk lines, or, in other words, for the fast mail 
trains. Ile proposes an amendment that the mui's 
shall be curred without extra charge on the fastest 
tralus Whenever the postmaster general shail re- 
quire it, Mr. Cannon Proposes usa substitute that 
when any roilroad company shall refuse to carry 
tne mails on its fastest trains, if asked to do so, its 
pay shall be cut down one-half. Both of 
these propesitious proceed upon an 
tire misconception of the situation. They 
make no account of the fact that some of the fast 
traius are purely meil trains, and would not be run 
at all except in consideration of the mail pay. For 
jnstance, a great proportion of the western mail 
frum New York goes by trains which leave over the 
Peunsvivaria avd New York Central roads in the 
evening, and which carry no hing but mail They 
ere net founain the passenger schedule, and they 
wouldnt tumat all but for the special provision 
Which is made for fast mail service. ‘his is simply 
aii illustration of other cases, and the same thing i 
uiue of all the truuk lines. 

Mr. Koberon and Mr. Cannon would do well to 
leave che matwgement of the fast mail service to 
the posi ciice officials who have spent yearsin 
buiiding it upand who have put iuto it the best 
irnuitsof their long experience. Fast mails have 
come to he just as essential as free deliveries, and 
nothing could be more unpopular than any move- 
ment toeurtail tbem. Nor can they be maintained 
Without fair Ocaling. Any attempt to legislate 
upon the subject without understanding the facts 
Willsimply lead to bungiing and binndering and 
the amendments which have been proposed show 
no correct comprehension of the case.

Many 
vears ago the lady whom he married, Miss E. Hern- 
don (daughter of a naval orticer, then stationed at 
the National observatory,) was a member of &t. 
John'schoir, and it issaid that her sweet soprano 
voice, filling the mouldy old place with melody, 
firstuttracted the (attention of an unassuming 
yeung lawyer, who happened to be spending a 
sunday at the capital, aud idly strayed into St. 
John's—Mr. Chester A. Arthur by name Depo- 
nentsaid he did not become acquainted with the 
ladg of his love at that time, however—nor until 
some years later, when her father lay atthe bet- 
tom of the sea, and her widowed mother and her- 
seifhad sought a home elsewhere. The gallant 
Captain Herndon, who before Nis duties 
in the observatory h re had s :vea in the Mexican 
warand commanded a Uniied States expedition to 
explore the val ey of the Amazon, Was subsequently 
eommander of the steamship Central America, 
which in 1857 went down between Havana and New 
York, with over four hundred passengers and more 
than two miilions in gold on board. About one- 
third of the passengers were saved, including all 
the women and children. ut the faithful captain 
stood hersically at his post to the last, and went 
down to the unknown depths with his ship. It was 
when her young life was shadowed by this great 
sorrow that Ella Herndon met her future busband 
in New York, whither the brokeu family had gone 
to establishavewhome. Thetrs was a genuine 
love-matech, with which many romuntie incidents 
were connected. That the president tf» still faith- 
fulto her memory is proven by the fresh flowers 
which his own hand every day wreathes 
sround her portrait that hangs in the white 
house chamber atihe footof his bed, where his 
eyes can look upon her the last thing at night ana 
the firston awakening. “he is said to have been a 
lady of lovely character and rare intelligence, with 
atali and graceful figure, and many claims to per- 
sonal beauty. She wus fond of society, hud much 
of that charming tact that sands a woman in bet- 
ter steadthan renius, and would in every wa 
haye graced her husband's present onerous post- 
tion. A lonelier man, or one more at a loss for the 
feminine elements which the social exivencies of 
the executive nansion demand, never lived in that 
cheerless abode. With hischildren in New York, 
his wife inher grave, his houseiold made up of 
cierks, Messengers aud servants, his home life must 
be a blank.

OUR RAILHOADS. 


Wheat General T. M. Legun Says of the Georgia 
Pacific. 


New York Times. 

The Richmond and Danville system of rail- 
roads, which is gridironing the south with its 
lines, has begun the construction of a road 
which 1s to extend from Atlanta, Georgia, to 


the Black Warrior coal and iron fields in Ala- 
bama. It will gothrough Birmingham, one 
of the great railroad centers of Alabama, near 
which the coal fields are situated. General T. 
M. Logan, vice president of the Richmond 
and Dunville, was found at the office of the 
company in this city yesterday, and said that 
the new line wou!d be constructed under the 
charter of the Georgia Pacific railway .com- 
pany, which, by recent consolidations, was 
authorized to build a line from Atlanta to 
the Mississippi. The work is being 
done by the Richmond and Danville extension 
company under a contract between that con- 
pany and the Georgia Pacific company, The 
extension compeny have a subscribed capital 
stock of $5,000,000, 51 per cent of which is 
owned by the Richrhond and West Point rail- 
way and warehouse company, Which is popu- 
lerly known asthe “Richmond and Danville 
Terminal company.’ Through its ownership 
of 51 per cent of tire stuck the Richmond and 
Danville system will control the entire Geor- 
gia Pacitic enterprise. The Georgia Paciiic 
owns 100,000 acres of coal and iron iands, 
through which the road istorun. One hun- 
dred miles of the road are already under ton- 
tract. 

General Logan said that by the new route 
the Richimord and Danville system would 
secure connections with various roads, par- 
ticularly with the Erlanger system. The Er- 
lanyer system controls the Cincinnati South- 
ern, Which will give a@ northwestern connec- 
tion to the grain and wheat centers. It also 
controls roads running from Birmingharn 
through Meridian, Miss.,, and Vicksbury, 
Miss., which afford extensive connections 
with northern Louisiana and Texas. The 
Erlangers are building a road irom Meridian 
to New Orieans, which will secure for the 
Richmond and Danville aaother route to the 
latter citv equaily as shortas the present one 
through Montgomery and Mobile, Ala. 

The Richmond and Danville system: has at- 
tracted considerable attention of late. The 
original road was but 140 miles long. It has 
bougut, leased and secured control ot ditler- 
eni lines until it mow operates 2,058 miles of 
road. General Lovan said the success of the 
system Was due to purchases and acquisitions 
secured before the advance in southern rail- 
road properties. The roads, he added, went 
through the best of the cotton-growing re- 
vious of North and South Carolina and Geor- 
vie, and the Ceorgia Pacitic will reach the 
Yazoo delta of the Mississippi, which is a 
very iertile and productive coiton-growing 
district. General Logan Was prepared from 
his own knowledge to say ‘that the south was 
enjoying increased prosperity. The principal 
reason for this he believed to be the change in
